New York, Dec. 
8.—A 
dispatch 


from Alexandria, Egypt, apparently 
confirmatory of the report received 
by London Lloyds, that the oil tank- 
er Communipaw was safe, was re- 
ceived today by the Standard Oil of- 
fices here. This message stated that 
the Communipaw reached Alexan- 
dria on Sunday last, and would sail 
for New York, on Tuesday. 


The dispatch came from Captain 


Nordstrom of the Communipaw, and 
was given out by David T. Warden, 
manager of the foreign shipping de- 
partment of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. 


"We are anxiously awaiting word 


from our vessel Petrolite," said Mr. 
Warden, "but have received no news 
except what we saw in the papers." 


Whether a mistake has been made 


in reporting the Communipaw tor- 
pedoed or whether she was torpedo- 
ed after leavirg Alexandria on her 
home voyage, Standard Oil officials 
can. only conjecture. 


The Communipaw could make only 


nine knots an hour, Mr. Warden 
said, and assuming she left Alexan- 
dria on Tuesday or e\en on Monda> 
she could, not have gone 330 miles 
to a point near Tobruk, Tripoli olt 
where the original 
cable dispatch 


from Rome said the ship had been 
sunk. 
This dispatch was filed 
at 


Rome at 7:45 p. m. 
Tuesday, the 


day the Standard Oil had been ad- 
vised the Communipaw left Alexan- 
dria. 
"I feel sure the Communipaw is 


safe," said Mr. Warden, "but we are 
still puzzled as to what, if anything 
has happened to the Petrolite. 
We 


do not expect any word from her un- 
til she reaches Algiers.'

The first impulse among represen- 


tatives of the allies was to flatly re- 
fupe to enter into any understanding 
to refrain from treating the two Ger- 
man officers, once they are depriv- 
ed of their diplomatic immunity as 
entitled to any treatment different 
from that which would be meted out 
to any soldier or sailor of the enemy. 
Further 
consideration, however, 


has led to a change of view. If the 
United States should take the ground 
that it is responsible for the 
safe 


return of the two officers to Ger- 
many, the allied governments would 
be disposed to refrain from inter- 
vention, though it is probably that 
they would insist that the men give 
their parole to serve actively during 
the war.

London, Dec. 8.—With the Ser- 


bian armies in retreat behind the 
Albanian and Montenegrin frontiers, 
it is reported the bulk of the Ger- 
man and Bulgarian armies is being 
concentrated against the allied arm- 
ies holding the southeast corner of, 
Serbia. 
Heavy fighting has been in 


progress there for the last few days. 


There is no confirmation of hints 


from various sources that the French 
troops have been forced definitely to 
abandon the positions held by them 
since the beginning of the campaign. 


The fall of Monastir and 
the 


southward progress of the German 
and Bulgarian forces have placed the 
northern wing of the French expe- 
dition in a precarious situation and 
withdrawal from the angle formed 
by the Vardar and Cerna rivers ap- 
parently has begun. 


Constant arrival of fresh forces 


and war materials at Saloniki give 
evidence that the allies have no 
intention of abandoning the efforts 
in this region. 
Although the Ger- 


mans have announced the capture 
of Ipek, Montenegro, the pursuing 
Austrian and Bulgarian armies evi- 
dently are confronted with a harder 
task on the 
Montenegrin 
frontier 


than elsewhere. 
The Montenegrins 


continue- to offer spirited resistance 
and to check the invaders whererer 
possible by sharp counter attacks. 


In Albania the Serbians, who had. 


been compelled 
to 
leave 
behind 


quantities of war materials appear 
incapable of 
organized 
resistance. 


Even an orderly retreat is made dif- 
ficult, as the Serbians are encum- 
bered with large numbers of civilians 
and prisoners and, according to some 
reports have been set upon by Al- 
banians. 


The latest dispatch states that the 


French are bringing heavy guns in- 
to action in the Strumitsa section, 
causing the Bulgarians to retire with 
heavy losses.

New York, Dec. 8.—The effect of 


the Federal Reserve Act in promotr 
ing AftoferJcan trade in foreign, coun- 
tries Wai'described today ifi an afl-^ 
dress delivered by 'Ernest E. Ling, 
foreign trade manager of the Nation- 
al City Bank of New York, 
before 


the International Trade Conference 
in session here. 


Mr. Ling pointed out 
that 
for 


years prior to the passage of this 
law European banks had 
fostered 


and produced foreign trade by their 
branch bank system — a 
system 


which was impossible at that time to 
American financial institutions. 


He said that forty English banks 


operating in foreign countries have 
1,325 branches in 
South America 


•while five German banks have forty 
branches in the same region. 


"The Federal Reserve Act," 
he 


said, "has made 
it 
possible for 


branches of 
(American) national 


banks to be established in foreign 
countries and to place back of the 
branches the prestige and resources 
of the parent bank. Thus, within a 
year, the National City Bank estab- 
lished six branches in South Ameri- 
ca aiid this has given rise to an im- 
portant volume of direct exchange 
transactions, the immediate 
effect 


of which, and the effect most impor-

tail by Mr. Ling. 
He pointed out 


that it lies with the branch banks 
to collect and 
supply information 


in regard to trade conditions in the 
localities in which they are estab- 
lished 
thus enabling 
the 
home 


business men to juGge the needs of 
the particular foreign market and 
its. credit capacities. 
"In order to accomplish this re- 
sult/' he said,, "a, careful study of 
trade conditions must be made 'by 
competent investigators, who, af- 
ter having made themselves persona 
grata with the sources 01 informa- 
tion, gather and compile their find- 
ings, which are ultimately digested 
and sent to the home office for dis- 
semination. These trade reports show 
the general demand for the particu- 
lar article under investigation; the 
quantities imported 
in prosperous 


and bad years, with the latest fig- 
ures of exports; the present source 
of supply and from 
what 
foreign 


countries the demand has been fill- 
ed: oind the stock 
on 
hand with 


wholesale and retail prices. A com- 
parison is made of invoice prices, 
together..with the freight charges be- 
tween the United States and South 
America and 
Europe 
and 
South- 


America. 
This, .added to the cus- 


toms duties upon the article, gives 
the comparative cost of placing the 
American goods in the foreign coun- 
try as against a competing line from 
Europe, and may be used as a basis 
for determining whether or not there 
is a profit in entering the market." 


Oiie of the most important servic- 


es of the foreign branch banks, Mr. 
Ling said, was 
the 
selection of 


names of firms willing and compe- 
tent to act as exclusive agents of 
United States merchants. He declar- 
ed that many of the old-established 
jobbing and commission houses in 
Latin-America 
decline 
to 
take 


American agencies ana frankly state 
their reluctance in normal times to 
"push" American goods in competi- 
tion with European producers with 
whom they have been accustomed to 
do business. 
The human element, the difficulty 


of finding Americans equipped, for 
work in the foreign service, was em- 
phasized by Mr. Ling. 
"It is very difficult," he said, ."to. 


secure for these branches suitable 
men haying the necessary qualifica- 
tions which must include a..knowl- 
edge of. 'banking, credits and com-

MOTION PICTURE 


CIRCUIT FOR THE 


KANSAS SCHOOLS 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 8. — A motion 


picture circuit, which will serve all 
of the schools of Kansas, and cours- 
es in some of the "higher education- 
al institutions, 
which 
will 
give 


training in photography and motion 
picture work, is proposed by the 
state board of educational adminis- 
tration, according "to an announcer 
ment made today l>y Lee Harrison, 
secretary. 
A .state bureau of, visu- 


al education may 'be established tc 
direct the work, Mr. Harrison said 
. The board has no doubt of the ef- 
ficiency of the plan, he pointed out 
the only obstacle being in its financ- 
ing. 
Numbers of reports from the 


New York State bureau, which has 
been in 
successful 
operation 
fo; 


some time, have 'been received anc1 
these have been studied thoroughly 


The proposed bureau would em- 


ploy an expert motion picture cam 
era man to direct the work whicr. 
would supplement, visually, those 
lessons which students have learned 
by ear and in this way fix them. Th< 
plan contemplates use of stereopti- 
con views, photographs and motion 
picture films. 
These will 
portraj 


largely the industrial work of Kan- 
sas, but Mr. Harrison said that his- 
tory, literature, English, geometry 
and almost every other subject can 
be thoroughly impressed by the visu- 
al lessons. 
It is proposed also that laboratory 


work in the University the agricul- 
tural college and the normal schools 
in photography and the chemistry of 
that art may be given and that in 
this way some of the expense to the 
state in the operation of the bureau 
may be reduced. 
It will be some weeks, before a 


final decision on the plan is made, it 
was announced. 
• ; 


"are of the opinion that following 
the .war" the European countries will 
flood not only our own market but 
the Bother markets of the .world -with 
cheaply made low priced manufac- 
tured articles.

trade hold a similar opinion, that we 
shall be able._. to retain the major 
part of the markets which we gain- 
ed during the present disturbed world 
conditions." / " • - . • 


Pointing out that the first lew 


months after the European war be- 
gan the trade of the United ; States 
riot only "with belligerent but with 
neutral countries not directly effect- 
ed by the war greatly diminshed, Dr 
Pratt said that within the last few 
months a change had taken place 
and exports -to neutral markets in 
parts of the world far distant from 
actual fighting had considerably in- 
creased. 


"If we compare our foreign trade 


in 1913 with our trade in 1915, we 
find some very interesting results. 
Supposing we compare the 
four 


months, June, July, August and Sep- 
tember, 1913. with the same four 
months in 1915: We find that dur- 
ing that period our trade with Can- 
ada has decreased about 9 per cent; 
our trade with Central America has., 
remaineS; 'practically cs^tionary; PM 
trade with feotiftr M rick 'has increas- 
ed 12 per cent; our. trade with South 
America.- has i«credse'4 52$ <per eenfi; 
our tradej Tjitli Afei»: fi<& 'inCT.easeid 
51 per cent; 'and pertiaps most re1- 
tnarkable of all, our trade with Aus- 
tralia has increased 
77 per cent. 


These 
facts 
: demonstrate 
beyond 


question that :our trade with coun- 
tries unaffected directly by the 'War, 
has increased temporarily." 


Dr. Pratt expressed 
the opinion 


that while large opportunities were 
to be found jn>'South and Central 
America that, there was still a great- 
er opening for the American export- 
er in other parts of the world. He 
referred • 
particularly 
to 
Russia, 


which during the last few years has 
imported some $600,-000,000 worth 
of goods, about one-half of which 
came from Germany. 


Outlining at length the methods 


to be followed in preparing for, se- 
curing and holding foreign trade 
Dr. Pratt advised exporters 
to be 


prepared to finance 
direct 
export 


shipments at 90 days sight or longer. 
"Because," he added, "you might as 
well get this fact clearly in mind now 
as some time later, after bitter ex- 
perience, that you cannot develop an 
export business by demanding Cither 
cash in New York, cash against doc- 
uments, sight draft or thirty .days 
sight."

through a frank policy of 
co-opera- 


tion in all matters of continental in- 
terest. 
His actions have paved the 


way for the better understanding be- 
tween the two great families that 
people the Western Hemisphere. He | 
has brought Henry Clay's and James j 
G. Elaine's Pan-Americanism a step 
further 
and 
made 
it a practical ; 


American policy." 


Mr. Pezet made an. earnest plea 


for a better understanding by the 
people of the United States of other 
nations, especially those of the south- 
ern half of the continent. 


"In the relations of nations with 


one another," he said, "it is essen- 
tial, that a certain amount of give 
and take be indulged 
in on either 


side.
